Even my SP-210 will completely peg the S-meter on really strong 
stations, but the AGC does appear to be working properly. By that 
I mean no symptoms like distorted audio that really mean 

overload.

Reduce the RF gain a bit, and everything looks right! 


Don't depend completely on the S-meter to tell you what's happening (or not 
happening) with the AGC. 


If the s-meter ct. reads the AGC voltage (e.g. National NC-125), then yes, 
it might get pinned if the s-meter ct. wasn't designed for or isn't 
handling the full range of AGC voltage that occurs. 


If the s-meter is reading the plate or cathode current of an AGC-controlled 
stage (usually an IF amp), then it can't get pinned. With the strongest 
possible signal, it's actually reading zero Ip. The tipoff to this kind of 
ct is that the meter is backwards reading, i.e. zero is at max scale. I 
like this kind of ct. better. Its reading is usually automatically 
logarithmic due to AGC vs. plate current characteristics of 


typically-controlled type tubes, e.g. remote cutoff pentodes. The meter's 
pin-proof too. It's easy to change its sensitivity with a shunt. It 
requires no extra tube. Most Halli's after mid-50s do it this way, e.g. 
S-76 & later of that line using 50 kHz IF's. 


Some s-meters read the actual DC component of signal strength at the 
detector (e.g. National NC-183D). This is a very poor way to do it, IMO. 
It's really just showing the deficiencies (lack of control) of the AGC ct. 
If you had a perfect AGC ct, the level at the detector change little from 
weak to strong input signal ‘cause the gain would be fully controlled as 
a function of incoming signal strength to equalize things at the detector.

There were many attempts in the early days to accomplish what was known as 
straight line frequency (SLF) tuning. In other words with linear rotation 
of the capacitor it was desirable to have the frequency change linearly as 
well. With a typical capacitor the capacitance value is pretty much linear 
with shaft rotation. The equation for resonance is f=1/(2xpix(L*C)%0.5) so 
you can see that with a fixed L frequency is pretty much a function of the 
square root of the capacitance. From the sounds of it I believe the 
Capacitor you have was an attempt to get around this problem. Similar to 
permeability tuned VFOs where the winding on the coil is not evenly 
distributed.

I used to have a couple of these but gave them away -- think they were 
Cardwells; the design dates from the 1920s. I think the idea was to cram 
more capacitance variation into 180 degrees of rotation, although careful 
engineering of the shape of the wedge could also have been used (as at least 
one other respondent has noted) to set a particular rotation versus 
capacitance change (and therefore frequency or wavelength versus rotation) 
characteristic. 


The principal oddity, significant in transmitting applications, is that such 
a capacitor's voltage rating varies inversely with its capacitance -- a 
pretty annoying characteristic to have to account for in a multiband design!

Got word today that Mackay Communications, formerly ITT Mackay Marine, 
and former manufacturer of some interesting BA radio equipment, will 


be closing its doors at the end of the year. 


Mackay was purchased from ITT in the late 80's and sold to Thompson 
CSF (the French communications conglamerate) a few years ago. Now 
Thompson has apparently bought Readifone, (sp?) another HF company, 
and this company will take over Mackay's existing designs. 


I was fortunate to work for Mackay during and after my college years, 
and designed a DSP-based radio modem for them in the 80s. Even then 
they were still building a few vacuum tube amps for shipboard use. 


Mackay built some interesting BAs, both transmitters and receivers, 
but perhaps the best known to BA afficianados is the Mackay 3010B 
receiver. This was their last hollow-state receiver, and is highly 
sought after these days. It was followed by a succession of solid 
state synthesized receivers, exciters, and transceivers for commercial 
and paramilitary use. 


So long, Mackay. It was a fun and interesting ride...

I dropped a nickle on one of the local chieftains at Mackay where I 
used to work. What is probably coming to an end is the manufacturing 
part of the business. I understand they sold that to Thompson a couple of 
years ago, but the service outlets are alive and doing well. 

The Mackay SSB division had some grandiose idea they were going to 
set the world on fire with a 10 KW SSB station, and sunk a bunch of money into 
R&D. It bombed out. In the meantime, the Marine division was providing most of 
the operating capital for things and getting neglected. For some reason, 
the CEO at that time didn't think Mackay should engineer their own GMDSS 
package for shipboard use. (*STUPID«) 

The manufacturing part of Mackay has been virtually dead for years 
as far as the Marine part went. They played with a 1 KW solid state SSB, 
and their "MSR" line of receivers/transceivers etc., but that was all the 
SSB division. 

Whatever I can find out from this end, I'll pass along as the info 
develops.

You learn to hate the question. The "What's it worth," or "What should I ask 
for it?" question.

I wuld suggest that you wnat to carry about 10 times the leakage current of 
new caps in the resistors, so as to be sure that as the caps age you still 


control the voltage divisino with the resistors. 


Leakage current in modern electrolytics is usually guaranteed in new parts 
to be less than 


0.03 x Cx V 


where C is in uF and V is the rated voltge in volts, adn teh result is in uA. 


For Ed's case (20 uF 450V parts) that gives 
0.03 x 20 x 450 = 270 UA. 


A resistor to carry 2.7 mA at 300V (half of Ed's 600V supply) is
